TREASURY RULING 


ON INCOME TAX 


Considerable publicity 
has 
been 
given to a recent decision 
of 
the 
United States District Court, District 
of Connecticut, in the case of Brew­ 
ster vs Walsh, in which it was decid­ 
ed that gains or proAts from the sale 
or other distribution of capital assets 
by one not a trader or deaelr therein 
is not taxable income. 
Numerous 
inquiries

made both of the office of the Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue and of 
the office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the District of Minnesota 
concerning this matter.
